Farce, ex.titled Peter Fin; or, a New Road to Brighton, was acted 
for the first time.

The following is the Plot :-— 

Peter Fin, an honest Fishmonger of Little ‘Turnstile, was con- 
nected by marriage with “ a vegetable Philosopher ;’ that is, a man 
who could not bear the idea that any living creature should be put 
to death for the benefitof his body : and. who, therefore, abstained 
from eating animal food, and endeavoured to make every one else 
dethe same. He was particularly anxious that Peter Fin should 
become a conyert to his opinions and feeling : but Peter was inveterate- 
ly fond of sirlcins of beef, and Ievs of mutton, and fillets of veal, 
and could on no account be indueed to give them up for humanity’s 
sake. However, his cousin the philosopher found him ready to do 
every thing in his power to ameliorate the fate of Lobsters, Cod, and 
Skate: and, accordingly, Peter for the future put these poor sufferers 
to death before boiling and crimping them. This humane treatment, 
hewever, coming to the knowledge of his customers, he lost their 
favors, aud soon became bankrupt. Besides losing his trade, poor 
Peter became a mark for ridicule, and he and his philosopher-cousin, 
were caricatured in the print Shops, as Don Quixotte and Sancho 
making a charge on the destroyers of Fish, Flesh, and Fowl, as- 
sembled at a Lord Mayor's dinner. This caricature the Philosopher 
conceived was done by a nephew of his, Frederick Gower, a young 
artist,who was betrothed to Harriet, Peter’s daughter. Acting on this 
supposition, be made a will leaving his whole fortune to Peter lin, on 
condition that Frederick Gower should never be permitted to cat at 
the same board, or sleep under the same roof with him or his daugh- 
ter, and that if this condition were broke through, the property should 
go to the heir at law. Feter, in consequence of this, at hie cousin's 
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death, comes into possession of £1500 per annum, and settles with 
his daughter in a comfortable house near one of the Squares at the, 
west end of the town. This is the state of affairs at the opening of 
the piece, when one Mr. Morgan, an old acquaintance of Petes’s, re- 
turns trom India and gives him a call. Morgan finds his retired 
friend a fish out of water, and as he is about to proceed to Brighton 
to purchase a marine Villa for 2 correspoudent from a French Mar- 
guess, he proposes that Fin who had never seen the sea, should, with 
his daughter, accompany him there. Peter joyfully assents, as to 
vee the sea, is whet above all things he should like—the parties, 
therefore, seperate in order toprepare. Inthe mean time Frederick 
{who has become heir at law to the Philosopher,) and his young 
friend Vurtleton, (son of Alderman Turtleton of Bedford-square.) 
who was in fact the earieaturist, are endeavouring to lay a plan for 
Mrederick’s obtaining Harriet by dispossessing her father of the for- 
tune left him. Turtleton remaining opposite Fin’s house, overhears 
Morgan apologise for not being able to go to Brighton himself wit 
Peter and his daughter, and learns that Morgan’s agent, one Bounce, 
is to be ready with a chaise to take them down. On this Turtleton 
assumes the character vf Bounee, recolved to bring Fin into & situa- 
tion where he must forfeit the provisions of the will by eating ai the 
same board, and sleeping under the same roof with Frederick, and 
thus put it in his triend’s power to claim Harriet’s band. Tur- 
tleton’s plan resembles that of Tony Lumpkin in She Stoops to Conquer, 
he drives the ignorant Fishmonger and his daughter round and 
round London, and, at night, lands him at his father’s hous? in Bed- 
ford-square, where Peter imagines himself in the Marine Villa of the 
French Marquess at Brighton. He here eats and sleeps where 
Frederick does, who represents the Marquess—snifls, as he imagines, 
the sea air—listens with delight to the conceived distant roaring of the 
billows, which he very justly compares to the © nvise or Fish Carts of 
a morning going to Biilingsgate,” and at length the whole truth comes 
out—he finds himself in Bedford-square instead of Brighton, and 
his fortune forieite/—which, however, Frederick generously exchanges 
for the hand of his beloved Harriet. 

Of this Farce we may say, it has an outline of humour, and much 
unpretending spirit in the dialogue. The plot has some small defecte, 
and the representation of the Marquis is rather too tedious—the old 
housckeeper and maid-servant’s entrance too at the conclusion is un- 
vecessarv. There was a little opposition at the close. The Author is
